White Says That Run-of-Mine 


System is Great Victory For 


Miners Over Operators 


Report of 
Success of Delegates at 


Conference 
Gratifying — States 


What 
Organization Hopes to be 


Able to Accomplish. 


"Pursuant to instructions of the In- 


ternational convention, you have been 
called here to consider the report of 
the scale committee representing the 
central competitive field. 


"In this connection I desire to say 


that the demands formulated by our 
last International convention were 
presented to the operators of Western 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana and Illi- 
nois at a joint conference which con- 
vened in Mobile, Alabama, Tuesday, 
February 8th. 


"What might be considered as the 


cardinal demands of the miners—the 
run-of-mine system ar.d an increase 
in wag-cs—wove vigorusly pressed, as 
were also the other demands, and 
everything was done that 
could be 


done by argument and 
persuasion, 


fortified by statistics, to secure their 
fulfillment. 


"Arrangements had previously been 


made to meet the anthracite operators 
on Monday, February 21st, and the 
conference at Mobile 
adjourned on 


Thursday, February 17th to meet in 
New York city on Thursday, Febn* 
fary 24. Negotiations were continued 
at that time which resulted in an 
agreement being reached on Wednes- 
day, March 8th, and the same will be 
submitted to you for your' approval 
and recommendation to the rank and 
file of our organization. 


."It is gratifying to be able to .re- 


port the success at-tending the efforts 
of your representatives'for the set- 
tlement carries with it our first cardi-,. 
lial demand; the ruri-bf-mine system. 
For more than thirty years the min- 
ers have struggled valiantly to es- 
tablish this fundamental reform. 
At 


last we have secured it, and it will 
insure the miner pay for all coal he 
mines. 
There could be no compro-' 


mise on this question. Too long have 
the miners endured the screen and all 
its attendant evils. 
Had we not been 


albe to secure anything but the run- 
of-mine system, the result of our ef- 
forts might well have been termed a 
great victory for the cause of justice, 
but your committee have been able to 
do more than accomplish the run-of- 
mine system; we have secured a flat 
increase of three cents per ton on 
both pick and machine mining, and an 
increase of five per cent, on all yard- 
age, dead work and day work. 


"The establishing of mine run and 


the fixing of machine prices in an in- 
terstate agreement 
mark a step in 


these conventions that makes for uni- 
formity. 


'After great effort we were able to 


secure uniformity in the mining prices 
of Western Pennsylvania and Ohio, 
and while wo wore not able to correct 
or materially 
improve the machine 


differential a.s it exists between In- 
diana and 
Illinois we have by no 


means recognized the differential as 
being fixed and permanent end in fu- 
ture years we may look forward with 
confidence to the correction of any in- 
equality that may exist in the ma- 
chine differential. 


"While each and every one of the 


miners' representatives would have 
liked to secure more than was ob- 
tained, it should be borne in mind that 
thsr* were many grave problems con- 
fronting our organization in th* solu- 
tion of th*** vexatious questions. 
There were times when it looked as 
though it would be impossible to 
roach an greement, 4nd it could not 
have been done in this instance had 
the international officials not assumed 
to speak for Indiana in this important 
matter. 
Our action is probably a 


marked departure from past custom, 
but we feel we were fully justified in 
the course we pursued. 
No personal 


feeling exists between the interna- 
tional officers and the officers of Dis- 
trict JCo. }]; \ve have a very high r«- 
^'ar'l for thtir integrity and honesty 
ana 
-.jt-kovfi r.hey were possessed of 


cor.viotioris which they <.-"uld not al- 
ter. 
Bu* the international 
officials 


had to look beyond the confines of In- 
diana in serving the interests of our 
membership, and after exhausting 
'j'.-ery honorable and legitimate effort

For more than thirty years the min- 
ers have struggled valiantly to es- 
tablish this fundamental reform. 
At 


last we have secured it, and it will 
insure the miner pay for all coal he 
mines. 
There could be no compro-' 


mise on this question. Too long have 
the miners endured the screen and all 
its attendant evils. 
Had we not been 


albe to secure anything but the run- 
of-mine system, the result of our ef- 
forts might well have been termed a 
great victory for the cause of justice, 
but your committee have been able to 
do more than accomplish the run-of- 
mine system; we have secured a flat 
increase of three cents per ton on 
both pick and machine mining, and an 
increase of five per cent, on all yard- 
age, dead work and day work. 


"The establishing of mine run and 


the fixing of machine prices in an in- 
terstate agreement 
mark a step in 


these conventions that makes for uni- 
formity. 


'After great effort we were able to 


secure uniformity in the mining prices 
of Western Pennsylvania and Ohio, 
and while wo wore not able to correct 
or materially 
improve the machine 


differential a.s it exists between In- 
diana and 
Illinois we have by no 


means recognized the differential as 
being fixed and permanent end in fu- 
ture years we may look forward with 
confidence to the correction of any in- 
equality that may exist in the ma- 
chine differential. 


"While each and every one of the 


miners' representatives would have 
liked to secure more than was ob- 
tained, it should be borne in mind that 
thsr* were many grave problems con- 
fronting our organization in th* solu- 
tion of th*** vexatious questions. 
There were times when it looked as 
though it would be impossible to 
roach an greement, 4nd it could not 
have been done in this instance had 
the international officials not assumed 
to speak for Indiana in this important 
matter. 
Our action is probably a 


marked departure from past custom, 
but we feel we were fully justified in 
the course we pursued.

tional officers and the officers of Dis-
